The Boers in Overwhelmning Force Stake 
their Fortunes on one Great Battle. The 
Fight sxpected to take place at Lady- 
smith To-day. Their Guns are Posted 
21-2 miles from the British Lines. Gen. 
Joubert in Command. British Piuck and 
Discipline wil be put to a supreme test 
Mafeking on fire, but No Surrender. 


Winnipeg, Oct. 30, 99. 

The indications point to a strong attack 
by the ecmbined Boer forces on Ladysmith 
to-day. Big guns have been mounted by 
the enemy 4,500 yards from the British 
camp, and all preparation have been made 
for a grand assault under General Joubert. 

The British trcops had several skirmishes 
with the enemy, but it was impossible for 
them to draw the Transvaal and Free State 
forces out from their positions. The situa- 
tion is critical. 


On the west side of the Transvaal it is 
stated that Mafeking is burning, but the 
report is not confirmed. The piace was 
bombarded for three days last week and 
little damage was done. 


Shere will be no European intervention 
in the Transvaal war. This has officially 
been decided on.

Firing commenced at 6:20 this morning 
the Boers shelling Ladysmith with forty 
pounders. After seven shots the British 
succeeded in silencing the Boer guns.

Successful Sortie at Kimberly. 

The garrison at Kimberly made a 
sortie on Tuesday and completely rout- 
ed the enemy. The Boer iosses are 
described as very heavy. Scott Turn- 
er’s force consisting of local volun- 
teers, with the Lancashires, complet- 
ed the route of the Burghers after 
Murray’s artillery had driven them 


out of their entrenchments. The fight 
lasted four hours. Before the sortie 
Kimberly was apparentiy in high 


spirits as the despatch from there 
adds; “Great enthusiasm has_ been 
aroused by the news of British suc- 
cesses in Natal. Several farmers in 
the neighborhood of Kimberiy have 
been noticed in the ranks of the Boers. 


The Boers Concentrating in Natal. 

The Boers are concentrating their 
forces in Natal feeling that it will re- 
quire all their strength to dislodge 
the British from their positions pre- 
vious to the arrival of Gen. Buller.

Frank Gif- 
ord, ot Cobourg, and Allan Omand, of 
Edmonion, who went down with tbe 
party as canoemen, accompan‘ed Dr, 
Beil from ‘esolution (9 Fond du Lac 
and returned with hir to Edmonton, 
Mr. Gifford states that all of the 
sampies. shown Dr. Bell by prospectors 
at the lake, he pronounce: practically 
worthiess. Very few, if -any, contain- 
ed mineral of any value, and then in 
traces so slight that the ore would not 
repay th: cost of rednetion. The ga- 
lena ledge on the south shore of ‘the 
lake crops out of a piece of swampy 
land and the formation of the country 
would not indicate that there was 
any vaiuable mineral likely to be 
found in the vicinity, This ore carried 
a large percentage of lead, but on 
account of its cistanee from a market 
it weuld not be worth develuping. Dr. 
Beli estimated that if the lead were 
smeited at the lake and shipped cut, 
after paying freight, it would clear 
about $i a ton.

LATEST WAR NEWS BY MAIL. 

Tuesday evening Oct, 25th, is the 
latest news from Ladysmith contained 
in the papers arriving on Friday. 
Whether Gen. Yule had fought a battle 
at Dundee on Sunday or not was not 
stated, but he was certainly falling 
back to Ladysmith by trail to join Gen. 
Stewart White, having jeft his wound- 
ed in the hands of the Boers. On 
Monday Gen. White attacked and dis- 
persed a Boer force seven miles from 
Ladysmith which was posted to pre- 
vent the junction of Gen. Yule’s force 
with Ger. White’s. The casualties on 
either side were alight, as neitherparty 
pressed the attack. It is believed that 
Gen. Yuie joined Gen. White on Tues- 
day. It may have been that Gen. 
Yule’s precipitate retreat was not be- 
cause of defeat, but to prevent his be- 
ing cut off from Gen. White and over- 
whelmed by the main army of the 
Boers. It is quite evident that the 
desperate fighting at Glencoe and 
Elandslaagte as well as at Mafeking 
have taught the Boers respect for the 
British that they did not feel before. 
This will stand the British in good 
stead in the great battle which is ex- 
pected at Ladysmith in which the 
Boers will endeavor to crush Gen. 
White’s force by greatly superior num- 
bers before re-inforcements arrive. It 
would appear that almost the whole 
armed force of the two republics has 
been concentrated ia Natal for this 
purpose. 


The capture of 80 Hussars mentioned 
in Thursday’s despatches occured after 
the battle of Glencoe. The Hussars 
pursued the enemy too far and were 
captured by the main army. It now 
appears that the effort of the Boers at 
that time was to surround the British 
advance force by these separate 
columns and anniliilate them by super- 
ior numbers. But the three columns 
did not connect at the same time. 
Gen. Symons attacked and defeated the 
first to reach him which prevented his 
being surrounded, but has since been 
compelled to retreat before the united 
columns. he force posted at Eland- 
slaagte to prevent any possibility of his 
joining Gen. Stewart was defeated by 
Gen. French, on Saturday and another 
like attempt was frustrated by Gen. 
White on Monday. 


Calgary Heraid; D. Murray, from 
Minnesota, went north this morning 
with a car of stock and settlers ef- 
feci to settle in the vicinity of Edmon- 
om. i 

The Cascade, B. C., Record, of Oct. 
14th, announced that the C. P. R. rails 
would be laid into Greenwood on the 
15th. Greenwood is only 16 miles 
from Midway, which is the present end 
of the line With no obstacies between. 

A deputation of the MacLeod town 
council met the minister of justice 
at Calgary to press upon him the ne- 
cessity of an appropriation for a court 
house. He told them that an appro- 
priation had been made in last ses- 


sion’s estimates, but owing to the ab- | 


senre of the minister of public works 
it with many other items had been 
struck out. He assured the deputa- 
tion that an amount would be placed 
in the estimates next session.

At Elandslaagte on Saturday, tbe 
“ist, the British were commanded by 


_ Cen. French, who was the first com- 
' missioner of the Northwest mounted 


police. The British advanced from 
Ladysmith. The force taking part 
were the 5th lancers, a squadron of the 
5:h dragoon guards, two field batter- 
ies, the Natal field battery, the Devon- 
vhire regiment, half the Manchester 
regiment, half the Gordon Highland- 
ers, the Imperial light horse and two 


squadrons of Natal volunteers. The 
Goer force numbered about 4,000.

of the engagement is as follows; “Al- 
though desultory fighting took pluce 
early inthe day, while reinforcements, 
sent out later on ascertaining \the 
enemy’s strength were arriving from 
'adysmith, the real action did not be- 
gin until 3.30 -p. m. 

“At that hour the Boers held a po- 
sition of very exceptional strength, 


consisting of a rocky hili about a 


; mile and a half southeast of Elands- 


laagte station. At 3.30 p.m. our guns 
took a position on the ridge where 
we were one hundred yards from the 
Boers, whose guns at once opened fire. 
This fire was generally well directed, 
but somewhat high. Contrary to pre- 
vious experi2nces, their sheils burst 
well. ] 

“The Imperial light horse moved 
towards the left of the enemy’s posi- 
tion and two squadrons of the fifth 
lancers towards the right. During 
the artillery duel mounted Boers 
pushed out from their right and en- 
gaged the Imperial light horse. In 
a Tew minutes the enemy’s guns ceas- 
ed firing, and our artillery was turn- 
ed on the mounted Boers, who had en- 
gaged the Imperial light horse, and 
who at once fell back. After artillery 
preparations our infantry advanced 
to the attack, supported by our guns 
in the second positon. The Devon- 
shires held the enemy in front, while 
the Manchester regiment and Gor- 
don Highlanders turned their left 
flank. The Boer guns, although often 
temporarily silenced, invariably open- 
ed fire again on the slightest eppor- 
tunity, and were served with great 
courage. fh 

“After severe fighting our infantry 
carried the position. This was accom- 
plished at 6.30 p.m. the enemy 
standing their ground to the last with 
courage and tenacity. Ts2 fifth lan- 
cers and a squadron of the fifth dra- 
goon guards charged thrice through 
the retreating Boers ‘in the lark, do- 
‘ng considerable execution. 

“We captured the Boer camp with 
tents, wagons, horses «aud also two 


guns. The Boer losses were very con- 
siderable, including a number of 
wounded and unwounded prisoners. 


Among the former are Gen. Jan Kock 
and Piet Joubert, a nephew of Com- 
mondant-General Joubert. One goods 
train with supplies for the regiment 
was recovered. 

“Gur loss, I regret to say, was 
heavy. It is roughiy computed at 159 
killed and wounded. ‘The coliection of 
the wounded was over a large area 
in the dark and the arrangements for 
sending them in have thus far occu- 
pied our time and aitention. full 
list will go to you iater. Our wound- 
ed and those of the enemy are ndw 
arriving by trains. Besides the Boers 
we have many Hollanders, Germans, 
and other prisoners of mixed national- 
ities. The behaviour of our troops and 
of the colonial forces was admirable.” 

On Sunday, the 22nd, the main Boer 
army under General Joubert, attacked 
the British advanced positions at Glen- 
coe and Dundee, and according to tele- 
graphic despatches compelled Gen. 
Yule, whe succeeded General Symons, 
to retreat towards Ladysmith with a 
loss of i3 killed and 98 wounded, leav- 
ing his wounded in the hands of 'the 
Boers. Possibly the danger of be- 
ing cut off from Ladysmith, 41 miles 
distant, was the prinicpal reason of 
Gen. Yule’s retreat. The capture of 
88 hussars by the Boers mentioned in 
Thursday’s despatches oceurred by 
reason of their zoing too far in pursuit 
of retreating Boers after the battle of 
Elandslaagte, and running against the 
main body. 

There is no doubt that the Boer pian 
is to concentrate all their forces in the 
effort to crush Generai Stewart 
White’s forces in Natal before re-in- 
forcements arrive. His force numbers

in all about 12,000 men, while the 

Boers have 30,000 or more. 

_ On the Bechuanaland side Mafek- 
ing still holds out against General 
Cronje. A despatch from there dated 
Oct. 14th, says that the Boers, who had 
appeared in small bodies for some days 
before that morning invested the place 
in force. Col. Baden Powell attacked 
and. drove them off for the time being 
with a British loss of twe killed and 
fourteen wounded. The Boer loss was 
unknown. A despatch dated evening 
of October 14tb states that the Boers 
attacked a dynamite train outside of 
Mafeking and about 100 were kills 
ed and injured by the explosion. ‘This 
is the latest report direct from Mafek- 
ing, as communication has been cut off 
by the Boers, but if the place had been 
taken the Boers would have spread 
the news. 


Vryberg, 100 miles south of Mafek- 
ing and half way to Kimberly,’ was 
occupied by a small foreé of Bechuanr- 
tand police. The people of the town 
and surrounding country were chiefly 
Roers and therefore opposed to the 
British. On Sunday, the 15th, the 
police force evacuated the place which 
was occupied by the Boer force. Capt. 
Scott, commanding the ‘police, was so 
charzrined at being compelled to give 
up the post ithat he shot himself. 

Kimberly is surrounded and there 
have been several ‘skirmishes, but no 
serious engagements have taken place. 
It is less than 100 miles from the Cape 
Colony boundary and the garrison has 

been re-inforced since war began. 
Cecil Rhodes is in Kimberly. 

News from Rhodesia, of Oct. 16th, 
stated that several smali bodies’ of 
Boers had crossed ‘the Limpopo river 
which forms the boundary, on their 
Way north. Preparations were being 
made tc give them a warm reception. 

A British naval force with field guns 
Janded at Simon’s ‘Town near Cape 
Town on the 206th and tock the train 
north, probably for Kimberly or some 
other point on the Free State border.
